The VDC is perhaps unique in the world, in that it may be the only NMA that sponsors its own research and has a 
permanent scientific staff. In Europe, although there are other trade organizations that we sometimes work through, the 
primary contact is almost always with Corporate Affairs, and any scientific involvement has been restricted to written 
responses to various regulatory activities. The two organizations that we work with most closely are the TMA, the UK 
NMA, and CECCM, which is an EU organization about which I can tell you very little. Ruth is our representative to the 
TMA, although John Roberts, CA EU, is the primary contact person. Likewise, with respect to CECCM, Helmut has had 
and continues to have some involvement, but the primary person is Denise Claveloux, CA EU. We have had some minor 
interactions with the Italian and French NMA's as well, but always at the request of Corporate Affairs. Nevertheless, I 
agree that we should discuss this issue.
